A s I feel certain that your Journal is willing to publish an article on a subject that must at 
this time be of vital interest to the larger portion of your subscribers, I beg to submit the following as m y 
view regarding the present status of the evils besetting tho trade of the country merchant. 
A s you are fully aware, the enormous grow th of the mail order houses of the big cities is fast driving 
the retail dealers in the small towns out of existence. 
T h e enorm ity of the transactions of the 
big 
mail 
order houses, and the power which they arc gaining yearly, is a question that has not been given proper at 
tenticn heretofore by the retail dealers of the country. 
W hen we consider that the mail order houses of Chi­ 
cago did a business in 1905 of $78,000,000, and that the figures for 1906 will p r o b a b ly attain to $100,000,000, 
is it not a uestion of serious interest 
to the people of this country ? 
This question is of interest to all classes of people. 
A t the present time 
large 
mail 
order houses are 
building their own factories, and their own printing establishments, and the effect of this on the other fac­ 
tories and printing houses is obvious. 
These concerns are daily lowerring the standard of labor by forcing 
the small concerns to get out of business and the consequent em ploym ent of men at lower w ages is a result. 
M y plan, under the name of the M erchants Sc Salesm en’s Protective Bureau, is to institute a cam paign of 
education among the people of the country in the interests of the retail dealer 
It is charged that at the pre­ 
sent time the mail order houses are maintaining a large lobby at W ash ington 
for 
the 
purpose 
of 
getting 
favorable reductions in the transportation of merchandise through the mails. 
The Postm aster General only last month, in his report to the President, recomm ends that the 
rate 
of 
postage on merchandise be reduced to one-half of its present rate, and this as inconsistent as it m ay seem 
is in the face of a deficit of $14,572,584.00 for last year in the postal service, 
H e also suggests that the in 
creased volume of merchandise sent b y mail could be put in separate sacks and sent by fast freight. 
W H A T D O E S T H I S M E A N ? 
W H O A R E T H E P L O T T E R S ? 
W ith their efforts for a parcel post and their m any mililons of ready cash, and their unlimited credit, 
because they do a cash business, the great mail 
order houses of 
Chicago fully plan and expect to become 
such powerful T R U R S T S for the D I S T R I B U T I O N of commodities, that the future will see the country towns 
and cities filled with bankrupts and poverty. 
T h ey are now claiming that in the future only dealers in perishable goods can do business in the coun­ 
try. 
H ow un Am erican it will be when the farm er’s son cannot sell goods at retail if he chooses. 
Shall 
the governm ent hire fast freight cars for the express accom m odation of the Chicago mail order houses ? 
F rom w hom does this demand or rank proposition come ? 
Surely not from the thinking, fair minded 
men of the country 
Shall the governm ent aid to drive the profits of trade into a few hands, that belong to 
tens of thousands of retail m erchants everywhere. 
T h e time has come to educate the retail 
M E R C H A N T 
H I M S E L F , the C R E D U L O U S A N D C U R I O U S M A I L O R D E R T R A D E R , w ho does not kn ew he is doing 
w rong when he sends the purchasing power and profits awdy which he should keep at home, and the legiti­ 
mate manufacturers and wholesalers to the need of protecting the retailer as the most important factor for their 
own success and perpetuation. 
It is estimated that Sears Sc Roebuck would save $50000 a day if postage on merchandise was reduced as 
recommended. 
Can it be possible that they have overlooked such an item and have no thought or made 
no 
effort bearing on the question ? 
T h e Americar.* retailer needs a lobby at W ashington now.

SHAWS PLAN 
DISAPPROVED 


New York, Feb. *2.- Secretary Shaw’* 


plan for the relief of tie* occasional
